At one elevator it was stated that 
Monday has been the biggest day 
this week.

This is thought to he 
about the average for wet wheat.

ll is the rule at Rushville (‘leva­ 
tor- to dock three cents a bushel lor 
each pound below fifty-eight pounds. 
Very little wet wheat measures up to 
fifty-eight pounds to the bushel be­ 
cause the water causes it to swell 
up and causes it to weigh lighter. 
One elevator today had a scale of 
prices. 
They were offering 
$1.05 
per bushel for wheat which had been 
threshed 
before 
the 
wet weather 
began and kept dry at home and one 
dollar for wet wheat that graded up 
to the standard. 
Then, for instance, 
if 
wet 
wheat 
weighed 
only 
57 
pounds to the bushel, 
the 
farmer 
would receive ninety-seven cents a 
bushel. 
Wheat that will grade fifty- 
eight pounds when dry 
will 
grade 
only fifty-five pounds when wet. 
There i- one company of fanners 
north o f Rushville who have seven 
hundred acres of 
wheat to thresh. 
Many o f them are not expecting to 
realize as much as half o f what they 
wdtild have realized had it not rain­ 
ed. 
With forty-eight hours of sun­ 
shine, one farmer in the company 
said today, they will start all the

is announced 
that there 
will 
shortly 
be a change 
in President 
W ilson’s M exican policy, and this 
seem s to imply that hitherto he has 
followed! a single undeviating course, 
but a mere glance at p ast events re­ 
veals 
two 
distinct 
periods. 
The 
first w as one o f paternal and more 
less active interference the demand 
for the elim ination o f H uerta, the 
virtual calling o f an election in M ex­ 
ico, the consideration o f the quali­ 
fications o f various candidates for 
President, 
and efforts 
to solve the 
interminable 
land reform 
question. 
A fter the Tam pico incident a year 
ago last spring American ships and 
the men occupied for m any m onths 
the chief port o f a nation with which 
we were not supposed to be actually 
at war, thus indirectly aiding the in ­ 
surgents 
and 
bringing 
about 
H uerta’s dow nfall. 
The second period, the period of 
inactive 
on-looking, seemed 
to be 
due less to the fa c t that w orse con­ 
ditions follow ed the elim ination o f 
Huerta than to other absorbing com ­ 
plications brought about by the war 
in Europe. 
A third period appeared 
to have been inaugurated last May 
when President W ilson warned 
the 
rival M exican chieftains that if they 
did not adjust their differences 
and 
restore 
order in their 
distracted 
country “within a very short time," 
the United States government would 
proceed to “help M exico save her­ 
self.”

speech 
at Indianapolis, 
President 
W ilson recognizer the right o f the 
M exicans to engage in civil war and 
declared his intention not to inter­ 
fere with their “struggle for liberty" 
but the patience thus revealed seem ­ 
ed exhausted when he sent his warn­ 
ing 
in May. 
This 
warning,

long waiting, having m anifestly been 
disregarded and tile conditions hav­ 
ing grown steadily w orse, an actual 
interference is again promised. 
A t least three features af the new 
programme, a s reported, are likely 
to (*0011116011 them selves to thought­ 
ful citizens o f this country. 
We re­ 
fer to the calling of leading Latin - 
American 
republics into 
consulta­ 
tion, the proposition o f an all-A m er­ 
ican embargo 
on arms to 
M exico, 
and 
the 
assurance that, 
whatever 
m ay be undertaken, M exico will not 
lose 
any territory. 
A s 
heretofore 
President W ilson is said to consider 
intervention not as a m eans o f sa fe ­ 
guarding American interests but of 
protecting the M exicans from them ­ 
selves. 
Thi— presupposes 
right 
o f 
su p erv iso r over the affairs of an 
independent 
neighboring 
country 
which ordinary circum stances would 
have no existence, but if M exico has 
become 
a disgrace to 
the western 
hemisphere to an intolerable degree, 
the

American republics can be justified.

Lynch has won admiration, by rea-

""The law has not been changed to 


prohibit storage of grain nor to pnl 
a serious handicap upon it," 
said 


Lapp. 
"Warehouses 
which store 


grain, must not 
discriminate 
and 


must give a reasonable service at'a 
fair price. 
Any person who is ag- 


grieved by failure to give such ser- 
vice may appeal to the state public 
service commission which acts as a 
court of justice in this matter." 


Reports searching various state 


offices at first led to the suspicion 
that there was a state-wide effori 
on foot to defraud the farmers bj 
giving out tlie impression that some 
law 
existed whereby 
warehouse; 


could not 
store grain. 
Although 


this impression exists in many sec- 
tions, it was not found by Lapp to 
be general. Lapp completed today,a 
full injury into every county in the 
state concerning the matter. 


After this was nailed, it was dis- 


covered that 
warehouse men very 


generally held the impression thai 
to store grain would place 
ware- 


house men under very- unfavorable 
rulings of the public service com- 
mission. 
This impression, accord- 


ing to Lapp, should be corrected 
also. 
He explained as follows the 


part played by the commission: 


"The public service commission 


law does require 
that warehouses 


which receive grain for storage shall 
give reasonable service at a 
fair 


price; it does require adequate ser- 
vice, prohibits discriminations and 
requires certain reports to be made 
by the warehouses to the state com- 
mission. But it is absurd to assume 
that those requirements prohibit the 
storing of grain. -They are reason- 
able requirements and moreover any 
question arising may be referred to 
the state commission where a fair 
and impartial hearing can be had. 
Surely no one would expect that a 
warehouseman Would be compelled 
to build addition can it be said that 
it would be discrimination to turn 
away customers when 
the ware- 


house is full any 
more 
than 
it 


would be in, the ease of a Pullman 
car when all berths are taken. 


"Adequate service could not mean 


that additions must be built for that 
would be an unreasonable require- 
ment and the provision aginst dis- 
crimination could reasonably mean 
only the 'first come first served.' 


"That Hie warehouses generally 


find no difficulty in the matter is 
plain for reports from nearly all 
parts of the state indicate that 
grin is being stored as usual. Sev- 
eral counties however, report that 
some 
warehouses 'have 
become 


merely, buyers. 


."It is unfortunate for the farm- 


ers that there should be any handi- 
cap upon the storage of grain this 
year because of the good prospects 
and because of the favorable action 
of the federal reserve board in rul- 
ing that federal reserve^banks may 
accept warehouses receipts as colla- 
teral. Thife would enable the fanners 
to store their grain and use their 
warehouse receipts as collateral .to 
tide them over until the grain is 
sold."-
